A $936,000 proposed bond issue 


Yor a new library, a vocational 


shops building, and a classroom 
structure for SAC was voted on 
Tuesday by the Board of Educa- 


tion. They have set the date for 
election on the issue February 7. 


In addition to the junior col- 
lege proposal, the election will 
include an elementary school re- 
quest for a local bond issue of 
$2,984,000, and a high school re- 
quest of $3,802,000. Voters will 
also be asked to authorize appli- 
cation to the California school 
bond issue of $6,413,000. 


The five-year plan will cope 
with an expected doubling of ele- 
mentary, junior high, and high 
school enrollment by 1960, which 


i will also affect the junior college 


enrollment. 


The new library will be located 
between the administration build- 


’ ing and the temporary ‘army bar- 


racks that house the present lib- 
rary. Locations of the other two 
new structures are not yet defin- 
ite. Language, journalism, and 
fine arts departments will fill the 
new classroom building. The new 
vocational shops building will re- 
place the quonset huts now in use 
by the industrial arts department.

We have been queried (quite politely) several times 
why El Don does not run a regular gossip column.

But it’s our policy 
to qualify that axiom to this extent: Names are news—as 
long as the individuals behind the names are doing “some- 
thing.’’ Every English instructor on campus will verify that T 
evéry sentence needs a verb. If we can use no verb in rela- 
tion to a name, we cannot construct a sentence about that 
name. Without sentences we would be handicapped some- 
what in publishing this delightful paper. Fortunately, 
enough students and faculty personnel are doing many and 
important enough “somethings” to allow us to construct 
sentences in the form of NEWS stories about them. We are 
not inferring by this that our sentence structure is always 
the best, but we try hard, honest we do. 


We’ve got a whole bagfull of reasons why we feel gos- 
sip columns should not appear in El Don. Let us bring one 
more into the light, then we’ll end this wordy discourse: 


‘With One Purpose—To Serve Student and College’’. 
Somebody (not us) thought those words looked good under 
the “flag” on the front page. We kind of like what they 
say, so we’ve left them there. Whether the person who 
thought of that inspiring phrase was included members of 
El Don staff when he wrote “Student” we don’t know. But 
we are students, so we’re using El] Don to serve ourselves, 
too. 


This year we’ve got a very (the word “‘very”’ is never 
used in newspaper writing) eager and capable staff. Prob- 
ably the most eager ‘and capable staff in the 31 year his- 
tory of the paper. A majority of them intend to make news- 
paper work their life’s profession.

Not one would be hired on the basis of that type 
of writing. 

We have started an informal column this semester by- 
lined E] Don Mitchell in which we hope to include loose 
feature-news, but we intend to keep it newsy, not gossipy.

Decorating Plan

Purchased to fit into a long 
range plan of interior decorating, 
the new furniture in the Student 
Union lounge was paid for on'a 
a eek basis by -Associated 

een dent funds and the city school 


Uneil three years ago Associated 
Student funds budgeted for fur- 
niture was spent almost. entirely 
on repair work, costing between 
$400.00 and $500. 00 éach year. At 
that time a student executive com- 
mittee voted to eliminate all ex- 
cept the most logical repairs. 

It was also decided to save the 
furniture monéy until there was 
enough in the budget to buy sev- 
eral large pieces to fit into the 
master plan. which was drawn up 
at that time, and which. was gear- 
ed to complement the modern 
architecture of the building. 


Because the lounge is used by 
community and city school groups, 
Santa Ana school district matched 
Associated Student funds almost 
dollar for dollar in purchasing the 
new furniture and painting the 
walls and ceiling. 


The covering on the new soft- 
green sectionals, \the two coral 
sofas, and the yellow chair is of 
fabric backed plastic. The tops of 
the wrought-iron coffee tables and 
the occasional table is of stain- 
proof formica. 


Eight movable planters are be- 
ing made, which will be locked to- 
gether in sets of four and placed 
in back of the sectionals. A mesh 
fire-screen for the fireplace com- 
pletes the purchases for this year. 

The lounge is for the use of 
both men and women students and 
the furniture is grouped to make 
three separate sections, allowing 
more privacy for study and con- 
versation. 

Snack bar chairs were repaired 
during the ae at a cost of al- 
most $100.0

Santa Ana scored with apparent ease after taking the 
kickoff, moving 58 yards in 15 plays.
